fic Department and they are the toughest motorcycle riders 
in Mexico. They are members of a 14-man acrobatic team founded in I!).')S 
which has since then become widely known through the public displays 
it has given in Central and South America. It has also \i\itcd and per- 
formed in several cities in the U.S. 


The riders are dedicated to their specialty and their team is their 


pride. They are all volunteers and receive no extra pay for belonging to 
the team, nor for drawing the toughest assignments in the traffic depart- 
ment. Because of their skill they are often chosen for special jobs, such as 
crack-down campaigns on noisy motorcycle riders, and dramatic chases. 


The average age of the team i.s 25. They use the regular traffic depart- 


ment motorcycles weighing 1,000 Ibs with a head valve, ~->2 lip and 1,250 
cc. 


Each act calls for special driving skills plus perfect balance. One of the 


acts includes riding a motorcycle through a house on fire. And it's a real, 
solid house — not a flimsy simulation. The rider speeds up on bis motor- 
cycle, jumps it over 10 of his team-mates, lands, turns the motorcycle 
around and then races on to crash through the burning building. 


The acrobats are typified by their commander, who says "We love 


motorcycles. Driving motorcycles is the one thing we kno\\ how to do 
best . . . What we do is dangerous, but we do it gladh."

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


nation's police have made more 
than 230 arrests of Black Pan- 
ther party members in the last 
year oi\ charges ranging from 
jaywalking to murder, a nation- 
wide survey shows. 


These arrests have resulted in 


abuut 40 convictions, the Asso- 
ciated Press survey also dis- 
closed. In more than GO cases, 
the defendants wore acquitted 
or the charges were dropped. 
The rest of the cases are pend- 
ing. 


The AP survey included more 


than a dozen cities where Pan- 
thers have been active. It cov- 
ered arrests made since May 1, 
1909. 


The Panthers themselves say 


the arrest total is much higher 
than 230. In the 
last eight 


months of 19G9 alone, according 
to the party's newspaper, there 
were 402 arrests of Panthers. 


"There probably aren't any 


members, except maybe a few 
girls, who haven't been arrest- 
ed," said Chaka Walls, the Pan- 
ther's deputy minister for infor- 
mation in Chicago,

brought a federal court suit con- 
tending authorities had, by re» 
peated arrests, interfered with 
members' constitutional rights, 
Between August and January, 
the suit said, 18 party members

The 
government, however, also pre-

break out. 


The White House and an area 


around it—bounded by E, 17th, 
H, and 15th streets N.W.—was 
to be cordoned off from the pub- 
lic beginning at 6 a.m. EOT. 


The Defense Department said 


about 5,600 regular soldiers and 
Marines were standing by in 
federal facilities to help the Na- 
tional Guard and law enforce- 
ment agencies if they are need- 
ed.Leaders of the demonstration 
had stressed, however, the pro- 
testers wanted to avoid violence 
of any kind.
